American Council on Education's Annual Meeting in Chicago

The Council for Financial Aid to Edu- 
cation has arranged this meeting to discuss planning and implementation of 
the forthcoming nation-wide mass media advertising campaign on behalf of 


Le higher education. Wilson Compton, its president, has sent telegrams to all 
organization heads who are believed to be especially interested in the pro- 
: ject. The CFAE emphasizes that this is an open meeting and hopes that all

college and university officers who are interested and can do so will attend 
and participate in the discussion. 
Since July 19, when the CFAE announced acceptance by the Advertising 
Council of a proposal to hold a nation-wide advertising campaign on behalf of 
f higher education and its financing, the CFAE has been facing up to three funda- 
mental questions: 1) What ideas should be communicated to the American public 
through the mass media to stimulate the widest possible citizen support not 
only of private but of tax-supported institutions of higher learning? 2) In 
what ways may such an advertising backdrop be followed up locally so that in- 
! creasing public interest and added financial support will accrue to the colleges 
i and universities? and 3) What mutually satisfactory arrangements can be worked 
out in advertising and educational programs so that the months for the advertis- 
ing, media to be used, etc., will be compatible with present educational develop- 
ment programs as well as advertising commitments to other public service campaigns? 
A consideration of these fundamentals has occupied the CFAE and educational 
administrators. They were discussed at a two-day conference in July. Recommenda- 
tions and advice are being sought and are being forwarded by the CFAE to a 
special "task force" which has just been formed by the Advertising Council. Re- 
commendations include: 1) that the campaign should stress higher education's 
: importance to the national welfare, make clear its opportunities and its financial 
i needs, impress on the citizen his stake in the colleges and encourage greater 
receptivity to individual institutional appeals, and 2) that educational institu- 
tions and organizations, in their fund raising and publicity programs, must be 
given every opportunity to make fullest use of the advertising and special materials 
from the campaign in approaching their own definable constituents. An attempt

will be made by the CFAE to schedule with the Advertising Council an advertising 
campaign in the spring of 1957 and another "peak" in the fall, with the first 


phase primarily an "educational" effort and the second phase a request for citizen 
support. The campaign will continue over at least a two-year period and if the 
response is encouraging it may be continued thereafter. 

Planning and implementation, of necessity, must be telescoped into almost 
simultaneous processes if advertising and local action campaigns are to be effective 
this coming spring. Scheduling on both counts must be prepared months in advance.

National Leaders to Speak The Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare, 
at Council's Annual Meeting the President of the Ford Foundation, the Chair- 


man of the Board of the Chamber of Commerce of 

the United States, and the President of Time, Inc. will be among the speakers 
at the Annual Meeting of the American Council on Education, October 11 and 12 
in Chicago. Theme of this year's meeting is "Higher Education and the Society 
It Serves." 

In addition to Marion B. Folsom, Henry T. Heald, Boyd Campbell, and Roy 
E. Larsen, the list of speakers will include President David D. Henry of the 
University of Illinois, President John A. Hannah of Michigan State University, 
President J. L. Morrill of the University of Minnesota, and additional leaders 
in education and other important walks of life. Instead of centering attention 
on internal problems of higher education, the meeting this year will explore the 
relationships of colleges and universities to business and industry, labor, 
agriculture, the local community, the state, the Federal Government, foundations, 
and the mass media of communication. "We believe," says President Arthur S. Adams 
of the Council, “that these relationships can be jointly discussed in such a way 
as to increase mutual understanding and therefore be mutually beneficial."

Sponsored Research Named ments relating to the "Blue Book" formula for 
determination of indirect costs in research and 

developments contracts (See this Bulletin, Vol. V, No. 16), the Council's 
Committee on Relationships of Higher Education to the Federal Government re- 
quested President Adams to appoint a Special Committee on Sponsored Research. 
The function of this committee would be to assist the Standing Committee on 
Government Relations of the National Federation of College and University 
Business Officers Associations in expressing the attitude of colleges and uni- 
versities toward proposed revisions in the formula and in procedures for its 
administration. The Federal agencies directly involved are the Department of 
Defense, the General Accounting Office, and the Bureau of the Budget. Appoint- 
ment of this Special Committee has been announced by President Adams. The Chair- 
man is President James R. Killian, Jr., of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. Other members are President L. A. DuBridge, California Institute of 
Technology; President T. Keith Glennan, Case Institute of Technology; Dr. T.P. 
Wright, Vice President for Research, Cornell University; and L. R. Lunden, 
Comptroller, University of Minnesota. 


Regional Meetings Planned Devereux C. Josephs, chairman of the President's 
by President's Committee Committee on Education Beyond the High School, 
has invited five leading educators to conduct 
"workshops" in five regions of the country to prepare for regional conferences 
to be held next spring. 
The “workshops” are intended to lay the groundwork for the regional con- 
ferences and to recommend ways in which the President's Committee can stimulate 


discussion and action in the various regions on the problems of post-high school 
education. 
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In his letter of invitation to the educators, Mr. Josephs pointed out that 
the extent and nature of the problems of education beyond the high school differ 
widely from region to region and from state to state, and that therefore the 
"workshops" can ensure that the regional conferences focus discussion on the 
needs of each region. 

Those invited to plan and conduct the regional "workshops" are Mr. Robert 


Dr. B. L. Dodds, dean, College of Education, University of Illinois, Urbana, Illinois; 
Dr. Harold L. Enarson, director, Western Interstate Commission for Higher Education, 
Boulder, Colorado; Mrs. Charles Kerby-Miller, dean, Radcliffe College, Cambridge, 
Massachusetts; and Dr. Carroll V. Newsom, executive vice chancellor, New York 
University, New York City. 

In his letter to the educators, Mr. Josephs said that the regional con- 
Brences "should result in the distillation of experience and opinions that will, 
on the one hand, aid citizens, administrators, and officials to meet those pro- 
blems of prime importance and, on the other hand, aid the President's Committee 
in reaching conclusions and formulating the recommendations it is obliged to 
make to the President." 

In appointing the Committee last April, the President requested the Com- 
mittee to develop proposals, "through studies and conferences," for bettering 
opportunities for post-high school education. The regional conferences are a 
result of this charge. ; 

In addition to the regional conferences, the Committee will conduct studies 
of its own, the results of which are to be included in a report to the President 
by the end of 1957. For the purpose of making these studies, the Committee is 
divided into four subcommittee, each being concerned with one of the following 
problems: the demand for post-high school education now and in the next 15 
years; the resources to meet this demand; the proposals made for modification 
and improvement; and the appropriate relationships of the Federal government to 
education beyond the high school. 

The subcommittees are meeting throughout the summer and will report their 
tentative findings to the whole Committee at a meeting on October 5 in Washington, 


Progress is being made in the establishment of the Committee Appointed on 
Council's Office of Statistical Information and Research Statistical Information 


to be financed by the grant of $375,000 from the Carnegie 
Corporation of New York. (See this Bulletin, Vol. V, No. 13.) Appointment of 
the Policy Committee for the office has been announced by President Arthur S.

A new plan whereby selected high school graduates Navy Plan Will Assist 
with aptitude for science and engineering may hold Some Science Students 


civilian positions with the Navy and at the same time 

undertake college education for which the Navy will pay a portion of the cost, 
has recently been announced by the Department. The following general description 
is given in a directive from the Secretary of the Navy dated July 28, 1956.

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The plan is a combination of work and study. It represents a mutual 
investment, designed so that educational expenses are shared by the student- 
employees and Navy. Full-time employment correlated with enrollment in a 
college or university provides opportunities for capable young men and women 
to secure a higher education and at the same time have the advantages of 
working under the provisions of a plan which will not only give them financial 
support but will also give them valuable work experience. Benefits are re- 
flected to Navy in having the services of carefully selected young people 
and also achieving an advantageous position in reenforcing our scientific 
and engineering manpower. The dual role of student and employee can be 
assumed on (1) a rotating basis wherein periods of work and study are alternated 
to conform to the quarter or semester schedule of the cooperating college or 
university; or on (2) an integrated work and study basis with attendance at 
classes as normally scheduled by the school and the remaining time spent on the 
job. Accordingly, this type of plan is intended primarily for use at those 
naval activities in localities with educational institutions of higher learn- 
ing that offer courses of study consistent with the scientific and engineering 
functions of the activities and which will lead to a bachelor's degree in 
science or engineering. Since a degree warrants considerable professional 
recognition and also is a common qualification requirement, it is desirable to 
include it in the training objectives of the plan. It is recognized that some 
activities have access to junior colleges only and consequently it will be 
necessary to use a second training institution for the advanced study. Should 
this situation exist, it is imperative that there be preliminary coordination 
with the two schools so that there will be no interference with the training 
and the achievement of the objectives of the plan. 


Further information is given in a mimeographed leaflet dated September 12, 
1956. Some of the more important details follow: 

A few naval field activities and two bureaus in Washington are implementing 
programs on a small scale at the beginning of the 1956-1957 academic year. Other 
activities have plans under way and it is expected that some will be in operation 
for the second semester of this school year. These programs will be publicized 
in communities where naval activities are located. Industrial Relations Officers 
and Training Officers of those activities employing scientists and engineers will 
be able to advise whether or not a program of this sort is being planned. 

Applicants must be: (a) residents of the community where a naval field 
activity is sponsoring a program; (b) recent high school graduates who are eligible 


for admission to the selected college or university; (c) employable under U.S. Civil 


Service Commission standards; and (d) qualified by passing the designated Civil 
Service examination constructed to test aptitude in the appropriate field of 
interest. 

The degree to which educational expenses will be shared has not been fixed 
for Navy-wide use and will to a certain extent remain a matter for decision in the 
local commands wherever a recruitment and training program is adopted.
